OPEN SESSION 


1. Minutes of the previous (February 10, 1977) meeting 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved as circulated. 


2. Committee Reports 


(a) Finance Committee 


Mr. Duff gave the report of the February 24 meeting of the Finance Committee. 
He underlined the fact that the Sir George Williams Schools were not supported 
by government financing and would have a space problem, once the Norris 
Building was vacated. The Committee had therefore recommended an increase in 
fees and the payment of the relatively small deficit from the Development Fund. 
The Committee had also reviewed the detailed expenditure breakdown for the 
1976/77 year and made a general review of the financial position of the University. 
The Committee recommended that a visit to Quebec by a group of Governors, 
including the Rector, should be undertaken within the next month or so. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board approved the Finance 
Committee's report. 


(b) Graduation Ceremonies Committee 


Mr. Duff reported that this Committee had approved the list of honorary degrees. 
He drew attention to the paper on current procedures regarding honorary degrees 
and the paper on the organization of Convocation, both of which had been sent to 
Governors before today's meeting. 


(c) Concordia University Development fund: 1976 campaign. 


The Chairman of the 1976 campaign, Mr. Dawson, presented its results in a brief 
report to which a breakdown of figures was attached together with certain notes. 
The objective had been $450,000 and the books had been closed with a total of 
$460,000. The 1977 campaign will be headed by Mr. Arthur Pascal to whom Mr. 
Dawson pledged assistance. 


The Chairman expressed the warm thanks of the Board to Mr. Dawson for his 
hard and successful work. 


Rector's Report 


The Rector reported that the future of arts and science was under continuing discussion at 
Senate and was going well. A meeting of Senate on March 11 will continue to deal with 
the proposal. He thought that a report to the Board, although not a full one, would be 
possible within the next two weeks. The Board agreed to hold itself in readiness for a 
special meeting. 


4. Correspondence 


The Chairman reported that he had been in touch with some of the Executors of the estate 
of the late C.J. Hewitt in Toronto. He thought it likely that Concordia would be getting a 
donation from the late Mr. Hewitt's will. He would have further discussions in Toronto 
next month when he hoped to see the principal Executor. 


Date, place and time of the next regular meeting 


The next regular meeting of the Board is scheduled for Thursday, April 14, 1977 on the 
Loyola Campus at 6 p.m. 


6. Adjournment 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 2 p.m.
